The board felt it would be of great advantage to always have the 
opportunity of the united opinions of two men of considerable ability and judg 
ment. (Hear, hear.) He was sure the lirectors had the sympathies of the share- 
holders with reference to the unfortunate case of their late secretary, Mr, Clappi- 
gon; but as he had been guilty of an offence which rendered him liable to be 
punished by the criminal law, the directors had no hesitation in putting the law 
into force, which led to his prosecution and conviction ; another case was that of the 
manager of the Chertsey branch, who had also been convicted ; another case was that 
of aclerk, who had taken a number of sovereigns, and who could not be found. 
Every officer upon entering the service of the bank was required to join and sub- 
scribe towards a guarantee fund, which stood in the place of an ordinary gua- 
rantee society: thus the defaleations of the secretary were entirely paid, and in 
the second cise about one-half, the total loss to the shareholders amounting to only 
400/. or 5002. (Hear, hear.) The point recently raised as to the unlimited lia- 
bility partook somewhat of a bugbear, and did not require the consideration and 
talk which the 7imes andfother newspapers had given toit. It was well known that 

ry shareholder was Hable for the debts of his tirm, and that his estate was 
liable to make good what the firm owed at the time he ceased to be a partner. 
The same was the ease here, every shareholder and his estate was liable for the 
debts of the bank at the time he was a shareholder, and liable after his death, or 
parting with the shares. The matter was one not new; the same law had 
existed for 47 years, and few cases indeed had ever arisen in which any difficulty 
had occurred. Exeentors were sometimes cantankerous, and would not run : 
shadow of risk, but, as a rule, were sensible business-like men, and had an interest 
in the families of those for whom they act; and they may, he thought, be fairly 
asked in most eases to put aside the shadow of a claim which might arise from 
this unlimited liability, and at the end of 12 months hand over the money to the 
perties entitled. The Act passed a few years ago, popularly called the Trustee 
Relief Act, provided, he considered, for the very case in question. Under that Act 
a person being an excutor has to give certain notice for people to come in and 
claim, if they have any claim, upon the estate of the deceased; where this was done 
the liability of the executors ceased. Mr. Hyde Clarke had written to the 7imes 
a very sensible letter upon the subject, suggesting that this course should be 
adopted. But some of the large banks, with unlimited liability, would probably 
unite with the view of getting an Act of Parliament, so as to quiet the consciences 
of people who had any doubt upon the matter. (Hear, hear.) He then moved that 
the report and balance-sheet be received and adopted. 

Mr. W. Nico.seconded the proposition, which was put and carried unanimously. 

A dividend at the rate of 6 per cent., and a bonus of 4 per cent., for the half-year 
(both free of income tax) were declared, leaving 14,936/. to be carried forward to the 
credit of the protit and loss new account. 

Messrs. Jones, Lushington, and Youle were re-elected directors. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. MAcGrorar, seconded by Colonel SPONG, the best 
thanks of the shireholders were passed to the directors, for the suecessful and sa- 
tisfactory way in which they continued to conduct the affairs of the bank. 

Upon the proposition of Mr, Lea, seconded by Mr. PHILLIPs, the auditors were 
re elected, 

The CHAIRMAN had much pleasure in proposing that the best thanks of the share- 
holders be given to the joint general managers, Messrs. McKewan and Tomson, 
ind all the other officers of the bank, for the zeal and ability with which they con- 
tinned to discharge their respective duties. 

Mr. CHAMPION JONES seconded the proposition, which was put and carried 
unanimously. 

Mr. McKrewan acknowledged the vote on behalf of the officers and himself, 
heartily thanking the proprietors for this renewed expression of good feeling 
for they did not regard this vote as a mere form, but as a cordial 
appreciation of the exertions of those who were engaged in the service of the bank. 
He assured the shareholders that such an expression of good feeling was fully and 
thoroughly appreciated. (Hear, hear.)

July last an interim dividend was paid of Is. 6d. per share, ‘Sieniites 
ing 38000/.,and the directors now recommend a further distribution in 
the way indicated in the report—2s, 6d. per share—(making 4s. per 
share for the year, and 12817. for the cost of conversion of 50 broad- 
gauge trucks to narrow-gauge. It would be recollected that the 
Great Western Railway had during the past year converted its South 
Wales line from a broad into a narrow-gauge, so that thecompany’s 
trucks were useless unless converted into narrow-gauge. This had 
been an additional cost to the company, and it was satisfactory to 
be able to pay the cost of this conversion out of revenue, and still 
to be able to pay the same amount in dividends as before. Thera 
was not only the amount of the cost of the conversion but also a 
diminished earning in respect of the time when the trucks were not 
working. The expenses upon the Trecastle property had been for 
exploring with the view of making discoveries and the extension 
of the mine, and amounted to 773/., the whole of which had been 
charged against revenue. Having referred to the increased price of 
coal and materials, and to the expenses incurred in connection with 
new boilers and the erection of a winding-engine, &c., he stated 
that although the directors were unable to declare alarger dividend 
they thought the results satisfactory, considering what had been 
paid out of the revenue of the year for purposes tending to the suc- 
cess of the mine, and making it probably last a long time. As to 
the future they had an excellent mine in the eastern part of the 
property, and all they could say was that the prospects seemed 
satisfactory, and the workings at Trecastle were also encouraging, 
and, as far as had yet been found, every indication led them 
to believe that they would find in the adjoining property a similar 
deposit to that in the old mine; if so, the property of this company 


| might be looked upon as of assured value for many years to come. 


Ile then moved that the report and balance-sheet be received and 
adopted. 

Mr. Joun TAYLOR seconded the proposition. Under the circumstances, consi- 
dering the high price of coal and lgbour, the result shown in the accounts was very 
satisfactory. The old mine in many places was getting bare, although there were 
yet many pillars which could be worked at a considerable profit. The improve- 
ment in the the eastern mine was a very promising feature; the lode discovered 
near the surface two years ago had gradually increased in size and richness. A 
telegram had just been received from Capt. Vivian, which states “the lode in the 
30 was improving, the ore 7 ft. wide, 12 fms. below and 70 fms. to the west of the 
eastern shaft bunch.” Therefore, it was hoped they would have a considerable 
deposit of ore at that point; at all events, the evidences in favour were very en- 
couraging. The present deposit had yielded something like 600,000 tons since the 
present company began upon it. The Trecastle was a beautiful property, the 
owners of which had acted very liberally to the company, and the indications led 
them to think that ore would be found there. The property was most conveniently 
situated for railway communication. If ore were found they would have to pay a 
royalty of ls. per ton. a 

The CHAtRMAN, in reply to a question, stated that the directors had had an offer 
for the debentures at any time; no official provision was mode for the debentures 
coming due, but 1000/. was carried forward, and was available for any emergency 
that might arise.

ST. BLAZEY CONSOLS TIN MINING COMPANY. 


Ageneral meeting of shareholders was held at the London Tavern, 
Bishopsgate-street, on Monday, 

Commissary-General R. M, GARDINER in the chair, 

Mr. G. S. CAUNTER (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, the directors’ report being taken as read. It stated that the directors 
had purchased a 38-in. cylinder-engine and other machinery necessary for the 
effectual working of the mines, and had made a contract with Messrs. Geor 
Eustice and Son, of Hayle, to put it in efficient working order within three months 
from date of same. In clearing up and exploring the mines important discoveries 
had been made, which lead te the conclusion that the property is of more than 
ordinary value. On reading the mining captain's report the directors feel confi- 
dent that the shareholders will agree with them that their money has been judi- 
ciously invested ina sound undertaking. The directors have had assays made from 
several of the lodes, which lead them to expect that as soon as the machinery isin 
working order they will be enabled to make early and continuous sale of tin: 

The reception and adoption of the report, with balance-sheet annexed, showing 
a credit balance of 5722. 16s. 10d., having been proposed and seconded, the resolution 
was put to the meeting, and carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN said :—It will be observed that we have confined 
ourselves to a plain statement of the circumstances as they are borne 
out by undoubted facts. We have nothing to keep from your know- 
ledge, and shall be glad to reply to any questions you may think 
proper to put to us. Having what we consider to be valuable pro- 
perty, we are alone desirous to work to the best advantage, and to 
your profit. As for myself, I have had a long experience in the public service 
based upon principles of economy combined with efficiency, and I shall strictly 
adhere to the same practice in carrying out this enterprise. I shall look upon 
working our mine more in the light of a private association in which Iam equally 
interested with yourselves, and it shall be my study in the future, as it has been 
in the past, to devote the most careful and vigilant supervision over every detail 
connected with its progress. In this, lam happy to say, I have been ably sup- 
ported by my co-directors, amongst whom we have gentlemen of practical mining 
experience, and all of whom are possessed of undoubted ability as business men 
To me it is a pleasure to preside at a board composed of such able and willing 
workers, and to you it should be a matter of congratulation that your affairs are 
in the hands of gentlemen so worthy of confidence. As regards the value of our 
property, I would say that before accepting a place at this board I satisfied myself 
by personal inspection of the setts that the property was unquestionably of a very 
favourable character, that there were numerous large lodes traversing the propert 
which, on being tested, gave a good van of tin on the shovel, and I had the benefit 
on that occasion of the presence of Capt. Josiah Thomas, a mining authority in 
Cornwall whose character for professional knowledge are too well known to need 
any further reference on my part, and he gave me to understand that he considered 
the mine fully worth atrial. Within the last few days I have again visited the 
locality, incompany with Mr. Davis, one of your directors, whose practical know- 
ledge I found to be of the greatest value. We made our visit principally with a 
view to arrange for the putting up of the machinery for pumping the water from 
the shafts, and which it is necessary to have erected by the time the engine at Col- 
man’s shaft is ready to commence work. This will be about the end of March 
and in a fortnight from that date we expect te have Colman’s shaft free of water, 
and ina month more the St. Blazey shafts alsodry. It may, perhaps, be supposed 
that we should have been more prompt in getting the machinery, but we can as- 
sure the shareholders that our measures hi.ve been taken with all due tare and 
deliberation, and selely with a view to the advancement of their interests. 
To rush hastily into the purchase of costly engines and other machiner may bean 
easy way to the directors of getting the mine rapidly equipped, but it is assured] 
not an economical mode of applying the funds of the company; while on the other 
hand, taking time to look about so as to make our purchases with care and de- 
liberation we have been able to secure an engine and boilers at a moderate cost, and 
expect to do the same with the other articles of machinery, so as in the end to show 
a saving of about 50 per cent. in outlay as the difference between hasty operations 
and the more deliberate course adopted by us. During the time required to get 
the whole of the machinery into working order we shall carry on the extenetion of 
ore from those lodes which are accessible, and shall also set men to work in one of 
the levels at St. Blazey shaft, situated above the water-line, and which will soon 
enable the miners to cut shrough a 5-ft. lode, upon the back of which a costean pit 
has been sunk, and that has yielded ore giving by assay 61 lbs. of tin to the ton of 
stuff. Ineed scarcely say that should this lode continue to show such satisfactory 
results that in four or five months from now we ought to be accumulating profits 
towards paying a handsome dividend. We shall employ the intermediate time in 
sinking a trial shaft on a part of the sett where the lodes intersect each other, soas 
to ascertain the quality of the ore at the point of junction, whereby we shall gain 
information not hitherto attained by previous workings. Asa Sasthver illustration 
of the general prevalence of tin in the St. Blazey and Wheal Colman formartion I 
may state that, at a point beyond the boundary of the latter sett, an enterprising 
individual is simply quarrying into the hill side and taking the stuff as it comes to 
hand, which he then submits to the stamping process, and derives therefrom a 
profit of 50 per cent. I did not observe any well-defined lodes in the rock from 
which this stuff was being quarried, and the conclusion was forced upon me that 
the bulk of our setts are equally tinny, and would produce like results, while the 
lodes which we possess in addition thereto must add immensely to the wealth of 
our property, so that we stand in this position—tin is obtainable in remunerative 
quantities hy the mere process of stamping the bulk of the stuff as it is obtained 
by quarrying, while the numerous lodes that run through the setts are, so far as 
we have tested them by assay, rich in tin, to the extent of 61, 23, 18, 14,and 12 lbs. per 
ton of stuff; these samples have been taken from various lodes near the surface, and 
may be considered as setting beyond doubt the valuable resources of our pro; A 
and we may fairly count upon a continuance of these results, and, probably, upon 
an increase in the richness of the lodes as we attain greater depth. I am now 
ready to answer any questions that you may think fit to put ta me.

NORTHERN INSTITUTE OF MINING AND MECHANICAL ENGINEERS, 
—At the meeting, on Saturday, there was a very lirge attendance of members and 
| others, the great attraction being, of course, the In wuguaral Address of Sir W. CG. 
Armstrong. The address was listened to throughout by the large audience with 
the most profound attention, more particularly those parts of it which treated of 
the high prices of coal, and the means to apply aremedy. Sir W. Armstrong very 
truly remarked that it isin vain to expect any rellef from the action either of colliery 
proprictors or colliery workers. The only chance of relief is to be found in rigid 
economy in the use of coal, and improve methods of working it. He also showed 
very clearly that coal is wasted to a very great extent by the unskilful manner in 
which it is applied for domestic purposes, and also for raising steam in the ma- 
jority of cases. Improved means of using eoal for all these purposes is now an 
ibsolute necessity, and the sooner it is set about the better. Sir W. Armstrong 
observed that although this society had gradually acquired a large number of 
members who are mechanical engineers, and had with its growth assumed more 
and more of an engineering character, yet that it would be necessary to guard 
against this tendency of the engines ring element to outgrow the mining element 
of the Institution. He said that we must not forget that we are situated in the 
heart of the coal tield which has more than any other rendered England pre-eminent 
as a producing nation, and that, notwithstanding the increasing magnitude and 
importance of the engineering works in the district, the raising of coal is still fore- 
most among the industries of the North, both as regards the extent of the interests 
involved and its importance to the general prosperity of the nation, The President 
went on to show that by improved engines at least one-half of the cost at present 
used can be saved in producing any given effect. 

But the most important part of his address to the coal miner is his able remarks 
on the means of 1educing the amount of hand labour by applying machines to cut 
the coal; and here he correctly observed that in order to effect this it is necessary 
first to introduce the systems of long wall working. Nodoubt there are objections 
to this course in some particular eases, but inthe great majority of cases there is no 
doubt this system can be introduced, and when this is once achieved, all that re- 
mains to be done is comparatively simple and clear. Experience has shown that 
compressed air can be taken into mines for the purpose of working those coal cut- 
ters with advantage, and we have the whole of the process in actual successful 
operations in this district at present —at the Hetton Collieries. 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Feb, 6.—Our hope that a settlement of the ruinous difference be- 
tween the ivonmasters and their iron and coal workers would be 
brought about by the adoption of the double-shift suggested by Mr. 
Alexander Brogden, M.P., has been completely shattered. The general 
voice of the colliers has been against the system, and Mr. Brogden 
and his own workmen have failed to agree upona plan. So Mr. 
Brogden has told them thealternative. If they would resume work 
they must do so on the 10 per cent. reduction, it was useless to wait 
for the masters to change their minds, for they would not. Thus 
more and more hopeless grows the state of affairs, and more and more dreadful as 
well. There is nothing left to the men but to go into work at once on the reduction 
or remain on strike until they and their families are reduced to utter starvation, 
and then, hungry and submissive, accept the masters’ terms. One cinnot but be 
more and more thoroughly conviced that the masters are determined to have the 
best of the struggle, for everything they say and do proves it. With the exception 
of Mr. Brogden, there is no attempt being made on the part of the ironmasters 
to bring about a conciliation, but they are, on the contrary, only preparing for 
the prolongation of the struggle, not that they have the slightest desire to pro- 
long it any further than till such time as the men will say, ‘‘ We will accept 
the 10 per cent. reduction; let us go to work.” Some very unfavourable reports 
are beginning to circulate through the district as to the proceedings of the masters, 
and it is not improbable that a serious blow to ironmaking in this district has been 
struck. Notwithstanding the rapidity with which it has grown, and the pro-

Up to the end of the last year Mr. Fother- 
gill continued to repair and resuscitate portions of the works which had fallen into 
decay, which indicated that he expected to set the whole of the establishment in

It is difficult to fix quotations, 
as under the great pressure for supplies colliery proprietors adopt the principle of 
getting the most they can for their merchandise. House coal is becoming scarcer 
ind dearer each week. This branch is greatly affected by the strike. For coke and 
patent fuel there is a great demand, and larger quantities are being sent from the 
district to home and foreign markets at present than ever before. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSIIIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 

Feb, 6.—Just now there is more activity in the lead mining dis- 
tricts of Derbyshire than for years past, and the prospects are far 
more encouraging than for many years. The Magpie Mine is being 
brought out under favourable circumstances as a new concern, care 
being taken of the interests of old shareholders. The Peak Mines are 
doing well, as aretwo or three in theneighbourhood of Cromford and Wirksworth, 
the latter being about the oldest lead district in the kingdom. The new railway 
from Nottingham to Derby, which will next month be commenced by the Great 
Northern, is not unlikely to open out some veins of lead, although advantage may 
not be taken of them, for it is an established fact thas when the railway from Pen- 
stone to Manchester was being cut a splendid run cc ore was met with close to the 
| Woodhead Tunnel, and still remains where it was found. The collieries in the 
same locality ave doing well, although of late the tonnage of coal sent from Derby- 
shire to the metropolis has fallen off very much of late, owing, there is very little 
doubt, tothe high prices which prevail. To Pirmingham and the West a very 
good business is being done in both house and gas coal, At Unstone preparations 
are being made for the greater development ©, the coal in that rapidly increasing 
district, and the business doing with London is daily increasing. The ironworks 
from Eckington to Derby are all in a flourisaing state, the foundries in particular 
being very active. 

The Sheffield Trades are in a healthy state in nearly all branches, 
more especially in Bessemer rails, tyres and axles, small malleable castings, table 
and spring knife cutlery, rifle-barrels fron: hollow castings, as well asarmour-plate 
and light plates for ships and boilers. Tae demand for both House and Steam Coal 
is good, and prices have a rising tendency, although, as a rule, the advance has 
been made not by colliery owners but by merehants. Engine fuel is in very brisk 
request, and at several places during the week a rise of about 6d. per ton has been 
made, and which is now easily obtained. 

CERTIFICATED MANAGERS OF COLLIERIES.—The refusal of the 
Home Secretary to grant certificates as managers to those who had the underground 
management sf collieries for a number of years, and who consider that they have 
complied with the requiyements of the Act of 1872 in every particular, is causing a 
great deal of excitement throughout the coal mining districts of Yorkshire, and it 
is said that the power of Mr. Bruce to over ride the clearly laid down section of an 
Act of Parliament will be tested in one of our law courts. A few days since a 
largely-attended meeting of the West Yorkshire Colliery Managers, Viewers, and 
Deputies Association was held at the George Hotel, Leeds, to take the matter into 
consideration, Mr. Tempest was called to the chair, and drew attention to the 
position of those who had applied for certificates.— Mr. Robertshaw said that some 
men who had been underground viewers for more than 20 years had been refused 
certificates, although they had complied with the provisions of the Act of Parlia-
